I. In claim 9, line 12, "the actual supporting seat belt is fixed through the 
rectangular of the carabiner" was changed to, -an actual supporting seat belt is fixed 
through the carabiner" In order to eliminate issues of antecedent basis for the seat belt 
and the rectangular of the carabiner (also, "the rectangular of the carabiner" did not 
make sense). 

m. In claim 9, lines 14-15 "the locking mechanism" was changed to, ~a 
locking mechanism of the carabiner-, in order to provide clear antecedent basis for the 
locking mechanism in the claim. 

n. In claim 1 1 , lines 3-4 "the at least one central rectangular opening is 
applied for the carabiner and" was deleted in order to eliminate redundancy (the 
opening is recited earlier in the claims). 

0. In claim 12, line 3, after "carabiner" was inserted, ~,the turnable 
comprising an-, in order to clarify that the elongated bush is the turnable. 
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p. In claim 15, line 2 "material with strength quality" was changed to, -rigid 
material-. 

q. In claim 16, line 2, "the adjuatable seat belt guide" was changed to, -the 
turnable-, as the outer surface recited in claim 12 from which claim 16 depends is the 
outer surface of the turnable, not the guide. 

r. On page 6, line 12, after "the cover 8" was inserted: -and/or the lock 11-, 
in order to provide antecedent support in the specification for the recitation of claim 16. 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner: In 
Figure 4 of the replacement drawings, the hatching on lock 1 1 will be deleted, as lock 
1 1 in Figure 4 is now a schematic showing of the hook, wire, etc. In order to avoid 
abandonment of the application, applicant must make these above agreed upon 
drawing changes.
